A Columbus (Ohio) newspa­ 
per carried the story of yo u r 
page I editorial of Saturday, 
Mar. 13. I re a d it with t he 
greatest of interest and with a 
very thankful heart. I simply 
must write and tell you so. 
I am an Ohio housewife and a 
very average person. I belong to 
no civil rights organizations, 
militant or 
otherwise, 
but 
I 
have 
been 
deeply 
concerned 
with the events of the last week 
in Alabama. 
I love the south. I have visit­ 
ed there often. I recognize the 
problems that have existed and 
that will exist for some time 
as you attempt 
to t mplement 
the civil rights laws 
I know that you have felt deep 
resentment — in many cases 
rightfully so — as you have been 
invaded by hordes of “do-good 
ers” from the north, who have 
attempted to force you to their 
will in m atters which are dis­ 
tasteful to you 
Many of these 
people are not properly nu ^ at­ 
ed, and I, too would resent their 
presence. 
Many, however, have had ser­ 
ious doubts whether state and 
local officials in Alabama had 
any real intentions to deal with 
the existing problems, if left to 
their own devices. The events in 
Selma last Sunday verfied that 
belief. 
Scores of clergymen came to 
Alabama to protest and many 
came hoping that their presence 
would protect the Negro demon 
strators These people were not 
agitators They were not Com­ 
munists 
They were not mili­ 
tants. They were peaceful men, 
who would have preferred to 
stay at home, but whose consci­ 
ences demanded that they go to 
provide what help and moral 
support they could. None seem­ 
ed forthcoming in Alabama 
One of these men was killed 
on a Selma street and America 
held its breath There were an­ 
gry mutterings, demands f o r 
federal intervention, a fresh in­ 
flux 
of 
demonstrators, 
but. 
above all. we waited for the 
voice of responsible 
Alabam­ 
ians to be heard above the tu­ 
mult. 
We listened to Gov. Wallace 
on television, but we only heard 
a very clever man side step the 
problem and cloud the issues 
with 
endless 
repetative state 
meats of northern failure* to 
solve their problems 
I am «ure that Gov Wallace 
knows that two wrongs do n o t 


make a right. His plans for an 
excellcrated educational 
p ro - 
gram are noteworthy and arn 
certainly a step in the right di­ 
rection, but the problem of vot­ 
er registration is a m atter which 
he leaves to be adjudicated by 
the c o u r t s , sometime, some­ 
where. 
The voice of responsibility did 
not come from Gov. Wallace — 
it came from the Birmingham 
News. You have acted in th© 
best journalistic tradition 
You 
are using your powerful voice to 
serve the cause of justice, and 
you will suffer for your stand. 
as brave men always do. Y o u 
will have subscriptions cancelled 
and you will be subjected to all 
sorts of pressures, but you have 
spoken 
wSth 
moral 
integrity 
which cannot be denied 
America commends you and 
those of us rn the north join with 
you in a solemn pledge to cradi­ 
cate the injustices which have 
existed in our own areas f o r 
^aerations, until our country’ 
is in fact “ conceived in liberty 
and dedicated to the propose 
tion that all men are created 
equal.” 
This is a time, not for recrim ­ 
inations. but for the rededica­ 
tion of all Americans to t h a 
principles w h i ch 
made our 
country great If we can all be 
as brave and forthright as the 
editor of the Birmingham News 
— if we can stand together, nor­ 
therner and southerner. Negro 
and White, on the basic rights 
of man. perhaps then the colin 
tries of the world can turn to us 
for the inspiration the needy 
to solve their problems.
